They are great cold masses of cement 
and. metal, inhuman and inanimate 
yet constantly 'performing miracles 
at the- touch of a human finger or 
hand. Human genius, frozen in steel. 


From the tourists' Lookout Point,

up a railway locomotive and set it on 
another track 800 feet above.

Wait around a bit and you may s?e 


machines pick up a suspension bridge, 
and move it nonchalantly to a more 
convenient river

Or down the road beside you may 


come on one man "carrying" a sec- 
tion of water pipe. But the material 
in this one is not quarter-inch lead.
